Cut Hole In Cell Floor, Burrow Through 18 Inch 
Wall Of Jail And Then Scale 20 Foot Jail 
Yard Wall, By Means Of Tying Tim­ 
bers To Reach To Top; Posse 
Scours County.

Three prisoners escaped from the Adams county jail 
morning by sawing a hole through the floor of their cell 
then digging through an eighteen-inch wall, which took them in­ 
to the jail yard, where they tied together a number of pieces 
of lumber and scaled a twentv-foot wall to freedom. 
The prisoners. Robert Ringaman, Gettysburg, and Sheldon 
Richardson and Andy Reese, both of near Gettysburg, were in 
the same cell, which was No. 12 on the first floor of the jail. 
Ringaman. who is charged with breaking in and entry, was ar­ 
rested .several weeks ago. 
He was to have been placed on trial 
lK*fore Judge 1). P. McPherson this morning. 
Richardson was arrested two weeks ago, charged with op­ 
erating a motor vehicle while under the influence of intoxicating 
liquor. He was placed in jai! when he was unable to furnish bail. 
Reese was arrested at the same time, but was out on bail un­ 
til Tuesday of this week, when he was rearrested, charged with 
breaking in and entry. 
Reese Not Searched 
According 
to 
Sheriff 
John 
C. 
Shellier, Reese, who was arrested by 
Constable George Aughinhaugh, York 
street, was placed in jail, without first 
being thoroughly searched. 
The sheriff this morning sail! he 
had been told that, when Reese was 
brought to the jail Tuesday, he turned 
over a pen knife to Constable Augh- , 
m baugh, saying that that 
was the 
only thing he had on his person. 
No 
search of the prisoner was made, the 
sheriff said, although 
he presumed 
that the usual precautions had been 
taken by Constable Aughinhaugh, so 
that nothing could be taken into the 
cell by the prisoner.

Owing to repairs being made t<* 
certain of the cells and because of th** 
rather crowded condition of the jail. 
Ringaman. Richardson and Reese were 
placed in the same cell for several 
days, according to the sheriff. 
With the saw, a two-inch plank in 
the floor of the eel! of the three men 
was cut about eighteen inches from 
the wall. A hole in the floor, made 
there by some former occupant of the 
cell furnished a .starting place for the 
sawers to work. 
When cut through, the 
piece 
of 
plank lifted easily from the floor and 
opened a hole of sufficient proportions 
for a man to squeeze through into a 
small areaw ay beneath the floor. This 
areaway is just large enough for a 
man to crawl in. 
A fter the prisoners were 
in this 
passage beneath their cell, it was only 
a short crawl to the wall of the jail 
proper. 
This is an eighteen-inch wall 
and presumably the prisoners used the 
saw with which to burrow through the 
plaster and stones 
A 
rough hole, ■ 
sixteen inches wide and twelve inches 
high, was made and through this the; 
men gained access to the jailyard. 
Tie T inders Together 
In order to negotiate the twenty- 
foot wall, which surrounds the jail 
yard, the three men tied together sev­ 
eral pieces of lumber, used in mak­ 
ing improvements to the outside of the; 
jail and concreting part of the jail 
wall. 
Empty cement hags were used J 
to tie together the tim bers, 
which 
were then placed in the southeast 
corner of the jail wall. 
Fresh marks on the stones in the 
twenty-foot wall clearly show how the 
men scrabbled up over the top of the
